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COLONIAL  DAYS 


"The  good  ship  Mary-and-John  from  London"  arrived  in 
Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  in  1634.  Among  the  passengers  were 
Richard  Kent,  Sr.,  and  his  sons  Richard,  Jr.  and  James. 

Richard  Kent,  Sr.  and  his  wife,  Emma,  moved  to  Newbury  in 
1635  and  resided  on  Kent  Street  until  his  death  in  1654.  Richard 
Kent,  Jr.  established  an  estate  on  Kent  Island  in  1635  and  was 
later  joined  there  by  his  brother  James.  This  estate  was  kept  in 
the  family  for  many  years  by  Richard,  Jr.,  who  bequeathed  it  to 
the  oldest  male  descendant  in  each  generation.  Richard,  Jr.,  died 
Nov.  1689  without  issue.  His  brother  James,  left  one  son,  John2 
who  inherited  the  island.  John's  son,  Col.  Richard  Kent3  died  in 
1740.  His  son,  Capt.  Richard  Kent4  and  his  wife  Anna  Hale  Kent, 
had  three  sons,  Joseph5,  and  Stephen5  were  twins  born  May  20, 
1741  and  Moses  born  1752.  For  several  years  Joseph  and  his  twin 
brother,  Stephen  engaged  in  a  lawsuit  as  to  ownership  of  Kent 
Island.  Stephen  advised  by  his  father-in-law  commenced  an  action 
and  endeavored  to  prove  himself  the  older,  but  he  failed.  The 
General  Court  annulled  the  proceedings,  and  the  property  was  di- 
vided. Out  of  this  suit  and  other  differences  there  grew  an  aliena- 
tion and  the  brothers  were  never  reconciled.  Later  the  island 
passed  to  Joshua  N.  Kent.  At  the  present  time,  1947,  it  is  owned 
by  the  writer,  J.  P.  Marquand. 

Joseph  Kent5,  son  of  Capt.  Richard4,  married  first  Jane  Moody, 
Aug.  3,  1768.  She  had  eight  children:  1.  Joseph6,  born  June'  22, 
1769.

1783,  died  young.  Joseph's  second  wife,  Jane  Dole  Wilcomb,  mar- 
ried Oct.  2,  1785.  She  had  three  children:  9.  Jane,  born  June  22, 
1786;  10.  Sarah,  born  Sept.  18,  1787;  11.  Joseph7  born  Feb. 
1791.  In  1799  Joseph5  and  his  family  left  the  Island  and  moved 
into  the  town  of  Newburyport. 

Amos  Kent6  married  Nov.  27,  1799  and  settled  in  Chester,  N. 
H.;  there  he  built  a  home  "where  Mrs.  Aiken  formerly  lived."

AMOS  KENT6,  son  of  Joseph5,  born  on  Kent  Island  October 
16,  1774.  He  married  Nov.  27,  1799,  Abigail  Atherton  of  Amherst, 
N.  H.,  born  Oct.  22,  1775.  He  died  at  his  homestead  in  Chester, 
N.  H.,  June  18,  1824.  His  wife  died  in  Boston  Feb.  9,  1860.  They 
had  nine  children:

He  died  for  the  cause  he  loved,  April  10, 
1864,  at  Salisbury,  N.  C.  He  was  married  at  Baton  Rouge, 
La.  to  Margaret  Irwin.  They  had  eight  children,  all  but 
three  died  early,

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LOUISIANA  HISTORY 


AMOS  KENT7  was  born  in  Chester,  N.  H.  May  14,  1811,  the 
son  of  Amos*  and  Abigail  Atherton  Kent.  At  the  age  of  17,  land- 
ing in  New  Orleans,  he  worked  his  way  to  Baton  Rouge  traveling 
on  foot.  Gradually  he  was  able  to  establish  a  mercantile  business 
which  was  dissolved  in  the  depression  of  1836.  He  then  located 
on  a  farm  in  St.  Helena  Parish.  On  Dec.  26,  1839,  he  married 
Susan  Fluker,  born  Aug.  1,  1823,  daughter  of  Col.  Robert  and 
Susan  Kendrick  Fluker,  who  were  pioneers  in  St.  Helena,  from 
the  state  of  Georgia.  In  1852  Mr.  Kent  moved  to  Greensburg  to 
fill  an  appointment  from  Franklin  Pierce  as  Registrar  of  the  Land 
Office.  In  1855,  on  completion  of  the  New  Orleans,  Jackson,  and 
Great  Northern  Railroad  through  northeastern  St.  Helena  Parish, 
he  moved  to  that  location  and  operated  a  sawmill  in  the  virgin 
yellow  pine  forest.  He  built  first  a  small  house  and  later  a  stately 
home.  Oak  Hill,  near  Cool  Creek. 

He  was  overage  for  service  during  the  Civil  War,  but  all  his 
sons  who  were  old  enough,  joined  the  Confederate  Army.  Once 
when  news  came  that  the  Yankee  soldiers  were  out  foraging,  Mr. 
Kent  had  the  colored  servants  prepare  a  box  in  which  was  placed 
the  silver  table  ware.  Late  that  night  he  took  the  silver  from  the 
box  and  hid  it  under  the  horse-block  which  the  ladies  used  when 
climbing  into  their  side-saddles.  He  placed  bricks  in  the  box  to  give 
the  right  weight.  Next  morning  he  had  the  servants  put  the  box 
in  his  buggy  and  on  his  way  to  the  mill,  he  threw  the  box  into  Cool 
Creek. 

That  section  became  part  of  Tangipahoa  Parish  which  was 
formed  in  1869.  The  railroad  became  the  Illinois  Central.  In  1888 
Mr.  Kent  assisted  some  northern  promoters  in  laying  out  a  town 
on  the  cut-over  pine  land.  This  town  was  named  Kentwood,  in  his 
honor. 

Amos  Kent7  died  Jan.  31,  and  his  wife  Sept.  13,  1906.

When  his  children  married,  Amos  Kent7  presented  each  with 
a  handsome  Family  Bible  as  "The  most  valuable  gift  I  can  bestow." 
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I.  ABIGAIL  MEANS  KENT3,  daughter  of  Amos  Kent7,  was 
born  in  St.  Helena  Parish,  La.,  Feb.  10,  1841.  She  was  married 
Sept.  1,  1864  to  Obadiah  Pearson  Amacker,  son  of  Nathaniel  and 
Mosilla  Pearson  Amacker,  born  Dec.  17,  1838.  He  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Fraternity  in  1859,  at 
the  University  of  Virginia.  Later  he  attended  Law  School  in  New 
Orleans.  During  the  Civil  War  he  became  Lieut.-Col.  of  the  3rd 
Reg.  La.  Cavalry,  was  captured  when  Port  Hudson  fell  and  was 
placed  in  prison  on  Johnson's  Island,  Ohio.  He  was  among  the  few 
prisoners  exchanged  at  Pt.  Maryland,  March  10,  1864,  and  came 
home  to  be  married.  After  his  discharge,  May  12,  1865,  at  Gaines- 
ville, Ala.,  he  and  his  wife  settled  in  Greensburg,  La.,  where  he 
began  the  practice  of  law.  Col.  Amacker  died  June  17,  and  his 
wife,  Abby  Kent  Amacker  died  Dec.  15,  1910.    Their  children:

He  graduated  from  L.S.U.  with  honor  in  1887,  and  received 
a  medal  as  the  "best-drilled  cadet".  He  was  appointed  a  Major 
on  Governor's  staff.  After  completing  the  law  course  he  practiced 
law  in  New  Orleans.  He  married  Nov.  25,  1895  Elizabeth  Chal- 
mers Muir.  Her  parents,  David  and  Mary  Nicholson  Muir  had 
come  to  East  Carroll  Parish  La.,  from  Scotland,  shortly  after  the 
Civil  War.    Later  Kent  Amacker  brought  his  family  to  East  Car- 
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roll  Parish  and  engaged  in  cotton-growing,  finally  making  his  home 
in  Lake  Providence,  La.

II.  JAMES  FLUKER  KENT8,  son  of  Amos  Kent7,  born  Jan.  17, 
1843,  in  St.  Helena  Parish.  He  fought  in  the  Confederate  Army, 
was  captured  and  placed  in  the  Federal  Prison  on  Johnson's  Island 
in  Lake  Erie  where  he  found  two  future  brothers-in-law,  Dr. 
Charles  E.  Kennon  and  Col.  O.  P.  Amacker.  While  in  prison  he 
made  several  beautiful  pieces  of  jewelry  out  of  the  seashells,  with 
gold  and  gutta-percha  buttons,  using  a  penknife.  These  pieces  are 
now  prized  heirlooms.  Fluker  Kent  married,  Feb.  22,  1866,  Lilah 
Flanagan  Amacker,  born  Aug.  17,  1849.  They  had  12  children. 
He  built  the  homestead  "Brookside"  on  Cool's  Creek,  and  joined 
his  father  in  the  brick  and  lumber  business.  He  died  Aug.  18,  1886. 
Several  years  later  his  wife  married  Wm.  F.  Auze.  She  died  Jan.
